lovingly and. so. well. 

Mrs, Wanda Hanna of Martifiez, 
daughter of Muir, who shares her 
father’s estate with her sister, Mrs. 
B. A. Funk, has finally disclosed the 
source of the naturalist’s fortune. 

How her father would drive up 
to the Bank of Martinez in a dust 
powdered buggy and deposit thou- 
sands of dollars from a large bag 
conspicuously labeled “laundry,” and 
how he relinquished literary work 
for ten years to toil in vineyards 
that made it possible for him to’ 
make those interesting details of her! 
father’s life revealed by Mrs. Hanna. 

Mrs, Hamna told her story to Arno 
Dosch, the California writer, who 
recently returned as a correspondent 
from the European war zone, and it 
is to be published at length in the 
coming February number of “Sun- 
set.” 

_ The vineyards from which Muir 
made his money adjoined the family 


county, and were deeded to him by 
Dr. John Theophil Strenzel, his fath- 
ér-in-law, who was a Polish revolu- 
tionist that escaped from exile in® 
‘Siberia. 

Telling of his work in the vine- 
yards, Dosch, in his article on Muir, 
Says that for ten years the natural- 
ist laid away above all expenses an

LATEST PROPOSM PROPOSAL 
IS ‘SATISFACTORY 


WASHINGTON, January 27.—The 


United States 1s understood to have|Tesistered and of these, 219 are Re- 


rejected, as being partially unsatis- 
factory, Germany’s latest proposal in 
the Lusitania negotiations. Secre-' 
tary Lansing, with the approval of 
President Wilson, is said to have 
so informed Count von Bernstorff, 
the German ambassador, during a 
conference late today at the state 
department. The ambassador will 
confer again with the secretary to- 
morrow. It is understood that he 
wil, then submit another confiden- 
tial tentative proposal for a settle- 
ment, having embodied in it the re- 
quirements of the United States. Aft- 
er being considered by the president 
and Secretary Lansing, the matter, 
unless present plans miscarry, will 
be transmitted to Berlin for the ap- 
proval or disaproval of the German 
government. Five or six days may 
elapse before it is known whether 


the Berlin foreign office will-assume |: 


a view which will coincide with the 
administration. 

It is considered probable that the 
ambassador may forward some rec- 
ommendations with the _ tentative 
form. of settlement which, it is said, 
will comtain every point for which 
ithe United States has so far con- 
tended. 

In many particulars the suggested 
form of agreement designed to con- 
clude the controversy, which was 
Submitted through the ambassador, 
is acceptable.. It was stated by ex- 
cellent authority, however, that the 
United States imsists upom holding 
the German government to a “strict 
aecountability” for the loss of more 
than 100 American lives and desires 
that the Rerlin government admit, 


to law, for the lives of neutrals lost 


a vessel of the enemy, 

‘Both Secretary Lansing and Count 
von Bernstorff have agreed that the 
subject of their conversation today 
should be held confidential, They 
merely allowed it to become known 
that another conference would be 
held tomorrow, 

Secretary Lansing, in referring to 
the publication of certain facts con- 
nected with the proposal, which is 
now understood to have been re- 


|jJected, declared during the day that 


the statements were “conjectures,” 
and that the published description of 
the informal communication was 
“supposition unjustified by the 
facts.” 

It was indicated tonight that 
while Teutonic diplomatic cireles 
were disappointed over the refusal 
of the United States to accept the 
Proposal, a feeling of optimism re- 
garding the outcome ‘still prevailed. 

From sources usually well infoi'm- 
ed, came the statement that Ger- 
many, in the proposal, had consider- 
ed friendship for the United States 
to a greater extent than law, in mak- 
ing such concessions as have béen 
made. The administration was rep- 
resented as taking the position that 
law itself should be brought into 
consideration,

the industry throughout the state, 

In four of the six months the 
shipments to trade ranged above §,- 
000,000 barrels monthly, and in the 
‘other two were elose to this mark. 
The result was an average for the 
final half of 1945 of more than 8,~" 
000;000 barrels pér month, 

This steady demiand of the market 
in the closing months of last year 
lends an encouraging outlook to the} 
oil industry’ for 1916, and operators 
are anticipating a reéord breaking 
year. ‘While it. is possible that a 
continuation of the conservative}! 
policy adopted last year may cause 
a decline tn the production, it ig ex- 
pected that the shipment will soar.
